But His Majeſty hopes and doubts oF his good SubjeRs of London will 
call to minde the As of their predeceſſors, their Duty, AﬀeRion, Loyalty and 
merit towards their Princes,the Renowne they haye had with all poſterity for, 
andthe Blefzing of Heaven which alwayes accompanied thoſe virtues. and wil 
conſider the perpetual ſcorne and infamy, which unavoidably will follow them 
and their children, if infinitely the meaner part in quality, and much the leſſer 
in number , ſhall be ableto alter the Govanment fo admirably eſta- 
liſhed Zeftroy the Trade ſo excellently ſerled,and to waſte the wealth ſo indu- 
ftriouſly gotren,of that ſlouriſhing City; And then they will cafily gather up 
the Courage and Refolution to joyn with His Majeſty in Defence of thatReli-
